I decided thar wit!.', the Icnowledge I had acquired 
to maice as much as is possible for me for a record for history. I have distributed 
computer rlisks of those manuscrupts to friends on the faculties of colleges and 
universities and to my executors. (i am gviing to be §)'5 in three weelcs.) Some of 
tliisi has to do with some of the books on botli sides. 

I do not know if you are aware of what John. Nev/inan viroto about you i|V liis 
mistitled Oswald and the GIA. but - did address tliat with vigor and actual evi- 
dence in a book-lenftth manuscript. A book-length epilogue is now being retyped 
on Ids computer by a univercity historian friend, he converted it froti an 
epilogue. If these should be of interest 'bo you I will be happy to get copies 
to you. 

Wliat - was able to publish comes entirely from the official records. I sued 
the government agencies, a number of them, under the Freedom of Information 
and obtained about a t ird of a million pages tliat liad been witlilield.
